Calgary, Feb.'20.—Striking a flow of 
‘wet gas measured to almost 8,000,000 
cubic feet, McLeod No..1 well in Turn- 
er valley became a commerical pro- 
ducer during the week-end. Estimates 
of gasoline production from this flow 
vary from 200 to 300 barrels per day. 
The strike was made at less than 30 
feet in the dolomite formation which 
is an unusually shallow level. 

Royalite No. 7 well in Turner valley 
made a sensational increase in produc- 
tion during the week-end. Official esti- 
‘mates made with the usual conserv- 
atism place the flow at 8,000,000.

However, I regard the 
very mention of prosperity in the 
speech from the throne as being in the 
nature of an announcement, as though 
prosperity were not normally to be ex- 
pected. If prosperity were a normal 
condition, as it might very well be, 
there would be no need for any an- 
nouncement concerning it, but as 
things are prosperity is fittingly men- 
tioned in ‘the speech from the throne. 
To me, that amounts to the announce- 
ment:: of a welcome visitor, which 
comes to us at uncertain intervals, and 
I am very glad that the government 
have had notice of his arrival. I rise 
now not only to welcome that visitor 
with the government, but to insist

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HOW WALKING COYOTE 
SAVED THE BUFFALO 


Left to themselves, although they 
hunted them far and wide across the 
plains, the Indians would never have 
exterminated the buffalo. When the 
white men took a hand they went at 
jt enthusiastically, hammer and tongs, 
so to speak—it is said that they even 
shot the poor animals from the win- 
dows of railway trains. This may be 
a tall story, for railways were not 
numerous in Westerm Canada in those 
days. but, at any rate, fifty years ago, 
the buffalo herds fad dwindled so rap- 
idly that it began to seem as if good 


‘ citizens of the future would see their 


native animal in no more heroic pose 
than making his last stand among the 
mothballs. But the day came when 
the white men realized that it might be 
a fine 'thing to have a few live bison on 
hand. 


Oddly enough, when the Dominion 


Government came.-to gather up a-herd, 


it had to go to the United States for 
it. -Odder still, the animals it bought 
from a Montana rancher had originally 
come from Canada and were now only 
coming back hore. And the oddest 
part of the whole story was that the 
buffalo was saved by an Indian who 
had no idea that he was to be the 
founder of the largest herd in the 
world, that which today tramps the 
acres of Wainwright Park. Canada’s 
vast bison sanctuary on the Canailian 
National Railway lines, east of Hd- 
monton. 

The Indian who saved the buffalo for 
posterity was a chap named Walking 
Coyote, a Pend d’Oreille, who came up 
to Canada on a hunting expedition in 
1875 and lived with his squaw among 
the Piegans. When he went home in 
the spring he took wih him four buf- 
falo calves. Ten-years later, when! his 
herd had increased to thirteen and 
was eating him out of house and home, 
he sought a buyer. C. A. Allard and 
his partner Michael Pablo, a shrewd 
Mexican half-breed who could nefther 
read nor write but who managed to

cult work, At the beginning, the 
Wainwright herd numbered approxi- 
mately 700, 
increased to 12,000. In fact, so un- 
wieldy did it become that the Do- 
minion overnment found it necessary 
to transfer some of the animals to 
Wood Buffalo park in the North West 
Territories, north of the Peace River, 
and the experiment hag proved highly 
successful. Periodical slaughters have 
become exigent, too, and that is why 
old-timers of the wost and gourmets of 
the east have been able to taste— 
once again for the old-timers, and for 
the first time, as far as many of the 
others were conicerned—buftfalo, steaks 
and pemmican. That is why Winnipeg 
policemen wear buffalo-skin coats in 
the winter now, instead of coonskin. 


HUTTERITE SETTLEMENTS 
UNIQUE IN OPERATION 


Twenty-five hundred to three thous- 
and members of sixteen farming com- 
munities in Alberta, with assets that 
amount at least to $4,000,000, and prob- 
ably nearer $8,000,000, never have nor 
s8€e any money of their own nor do 
they own even the clothes they wear. 


Yet there are no happier people in 
this province. They have plenty of 
food of the best.quality to eat, they 
work hard and they enjoy themselves 
in their Own. way. Their chief pleas- 
ure lies in their community conversa- 
tion and in entertaining visitors. 

They will not allow pictures of them- 
selves to be taken for this, they -be- 
lieve, is against Biblical law. For a 
similar reason they live separately 
from other people. 

They do not use the radio but they 
use the telephone, and would use elec- 
tricity ‘for light and power were it 
available to them.

Their 
schools conform with Alberta’s regula- 
tions, the teachers coming from “out- 
side.” ~ 

These people, of whom comparative- 
ly little is known, are the Hutterties, 
celebrated the 400th 
anniversary of the founding of their 
order. 

Their Alberta communities, 16 in 
number ,are: Beiseker, Stolwell at 
Rockyford, Springvale at Rockyford, 
Rosebud at Rockyford, Wilson Siding 
at Lethbridge, Felger at Lethbridge, 
New Dayton, Raymond, Rockport at 
Magrath, New Elmspring at Magrath, 


‘Old Elmspring- at Magrath, Big Ben 


at Woolford, Cardston, Raley, Stand- 
off at Macleod and Pincher Creek. 

In each of these communities there 
are from 160 to 200 persons. When 
the number exceeds 200, a vote is 
taken and so many persons are as- 
signed to establish a new colony. 
The Hutterites do not want a colony 
to become so large that it’ is unr 
wieldy. They prefer small  com- 
munities.

-which they have now announced. 


This indicated prosperity brings us 
face to face with the chief problem of 
modern industrial life. Anyone who is 
at all observant must be convinced 

. that industry and business move in 
so fitful cycles of prosperity, alternating 
! -with dreaded cycles of depression. 
General reflection on this phenomenon 

has been crystallized into a few. very 


definite opinions which vary, naturally, |- 


and which have been frequently ex- 
pressed in this chamber. These dif- 
~ferent opinions have been brought for- 
ward in this chamber voluminously 
during periods of depression and to- 
day, Mr. Speaker, I wish to review 
some of these opinions because I an- 
* ticipate that they will be repeated a 
few years hence when dealing with the 
next period of depression. Hon. mem- 
bers who voiced these convictions will 
probably recognize them, but.1 draw 
them to your attention’ now if for no 
other reason than to. show just. how 
far: we are from analyzing: in a scien- 
tific way the real problem’ before ‘us, 
,and how much further we are’ from 
finding a satisfactory solution thereof. |

Thon there is another. opinion which 
we have heard expressed and, which 
we will doubtless hear again, that is 
that uemployment is caused by men 
who absolutely refuse to work. No 
explanation will be given of the fact 
that these men charged with refusing 
to work were the men who did work 
the year before when prosperity was at 
its height, and no explanation will be 
given of the fact that because of their 
very industry the shelves of the ware- 
houses will be piled high with goods 
which cannot be removed and con- 
sumed thus“carrying out the very aim 
of industry itself. 

Another impression will be ‘that the 
depression which will then, be prev- 
alent was caused by something Mone 
or something left undone to the tariff, 
but that is such a well known excuse 
that I pass it by without further com- 
men. It has been dinned into the ears 
of the people of Canada for the past 
sixty years, and we are all familiar 
with it. 

Then another opinion. will be ex- 
pressed, which. will be that the hungry, 
unemployed people of that period 
should do penance for their lack of 
thrift. It will be said that out of thejr 
income during the period of prosperity 
they should have saved a good deal of 
money, and should be able to: live in 
luxury without doing anything at all. 


There is still another opinion, sir, 
which we have not heard expressed. so 
much in this house, perhaps, but which 
We have certainly heard in other 
places. I refer to the opinion that the 
conditions of our.industrial life are di- 
rectly due to the decadent capitalist 
system; that there is no° cure for it; 
that it must be destroyed, and that rev- 
olutionary methods must be adopted 
for its destruction, With this latter 
opinion, sir, I. have_no particular sym- 
pathy; I think the capitalist system 
was evolyed to produce goods, and in 


that aim it has not failed at all. I also]. 


believe that Fevolution is the last re- 
sort of the ignorant, 80 I am not. par- 
ticularly in favor of the last opinion to 
which. I have referred. I- would say 
this’ about it, however; the revolution- 
ary, a product-of industrial stupidities 
which we tolerate,-hurls his challenge 
across the. waste and: chaos: and. in+ 
humanity of the civilization which we 
endorse, forcing us to attempt -to find 


;an optimistic. philosophy for the con- 


ditions of life. In other words, we are 
content with the dry as dust excres- 
censes of an old. outworn economic 
thory which belongs to what is known 
as the “dismal science.” Happily for 
the future, however, these are not the 
only opinions. There are those today 
who believe—not as-the result of any 
blind credulity, but by reason of an 


inevitable conclusion derived from a 
close scientific analysts of industrial 
pheromena — that tlie depression

The brood sows which realize the 
greatest profits are those which are 
capable of raising two large litters of 
strong healthy pigs each year. This 
means that the sows'are doing. double 
work ard naturally require some 
| special care. They have very little 
| time to build up after the’ pigs are 
| weaned before the breeding season 
arrives again, and most stockmen 


| realize the importance of having the 


sows thrifty at the time of breeding. 
At the. Scott. (Sask.) Experimental 
| Station the sows are fed heavily as 
soon as dry so'that they will be’ gain- 
ing.ini flesh’ at-the time of breeding. 

During ‘the .winter the brood sows 
should: receive small quantities of *le- 
“gume hay if available, or failing this, 
“a Hberal quantity of bran should be 
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STAR Fours — 
DURANT Sixes 
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‘included in the grain ration. The first 
:feed after farrowing should consist of 
‘a warm slop. This may be made up of 
, middlings, ground wheat screenings, 
:or equal parts of shorts, bran and oat 
‘chop. The ration should then be grad- 
|ually changed until at the end of ten 
| days the sow is getting a full ration of 
two parts oat chop, one part bran and, 
one part wheat screenings or shorts. 
At Scott during the summer the!

U.F.W.A. CONVENTION 


The following report. of the U.F.W.A. 
convention at Calgary was given at a 
meeting of the Millet Local held re- 
cently: 

Honorable President and Ladies: 

I_will now endeavor to give you a 
brief account of the convention held in 
Calgary last week. All during the con- 
vention we were urged to “be brief,” 
therefore I shall be brief today, trying 
to tell you a little of the social side as 
well as the business.

On Tuesday morning the convention 
opened with the singing of “O Cana- 
da,” followed by the opening address 
by His Honor Lieut.-Governor Egbert, 
laying great stress on increased efforts 
to beautify Canada, and said although 
Canada was already a beautiful and 
prosperous country, we must continue 
to make it more so, eradicating nox- 
ious weeds, beautifying our homes by 
the planting of shrubs, trees and flow- 
ers and not to think that the Canadian 
thistle was at all beautifying, or. when 
the Weed Inspector came, around, we 
would have to alter our opinion very 
quickly by destroying them. 

Mayor Osborne of Calgary, then 
gave the convention the address of 
welcome, saying that about the only 
thing Calgary was not responsible for 
in making the convention a success, 
was the very mild weather. 

The annual addresses were then read 
by President Wood of the U.F.A, Mrs. 
Gunn, president of the U.F.W.A., and 
Charlie Mills, president of the Junior 
Locals. 

Tuesday afternoon was spent in res- 
olutions and the reports of Mrs. Gunn 
and Mrs. Wyman, followed by the re- 
ports of the thirteen directors, which 


“were very fayorable, many new locals 


being formed and much interest being 
shown to carry on our U.F.W.A. work.

was no one that could advise you more 
surely when to call a doctor thén the 
little glass instrument, Then followed 
with many cheers, the re-election of 
Mrs. Gunn for president, 

Wednesday afternoon was a joint 
meeting with the men, dealing money 
“with Wheat Pool problems. 

On Thursday morning ‘we had the 
report of the Legislative Committee by 
Mrs, Wyman, followed by an address 
on “Wills” by Miss Duff, barrister, of 
Edmonton. Miss Duff laid much stress 
on the importance of making correci 
wills, such as being sure to have two 
witnesses, making one’s will while in 
good health, instead of waiting untll 
one js {ll in body and mind, thus end- 
ing up with a most confusing will.
